Provincial Finances — 

The anyvval review of Alberta’s fin- 
ances was presented to the Legisla- 
ture in session at. Eémonion last week, 
hy Yous RG. Reid, Micister of rhe 
Treasury. In view of ths fact thit 
the hnaricial year of the Covernmuai 
1; to be changed to end March 13! 
of each year, Mr. Reid presented eés- 
t'mates covering the eighteen montiss 
t> March 31st of 1928, 

For the calendar yeu: cf 1927, he 
estimates that there will be a surplus 
in’ the provincial treasury of more 
than $26,060, with another $20,000 for 
the first three months of 1928, mak- 
ing a total surplus of more than $46,- 
000. 

The total estimated revenue for 
1927 shows an increase over the actual 
revenue for 1926 of $588,900, and the 
estimated expenditures for the pre- 
sent year show an increase over the 
actual expenditures of 1926 of $580,- 
500, 

Two new taxes were announced, 
the first being a five per cent tax on 
the turn-over of all pari-mutual mach- 
ines in the province, and the second 
being an additional tax of one cent 
a gallon on gasoline. The first is 
expected ‘to bring ‘$100,000 into the 
treasury and the second is expected 
to bring $280,000 in,
